These  ' testimonia  veteran'  of  the  life  and  works  of 
Eoraco  may  he  of  interest  to  students  of  Horace,  in  that  they  fur- 
nish a  collection  from  all  ancient  sources,  as  complete  as  possible 
of  everything  pertaining  to  the  subject. 

The  principal  sources  are  what  Horace  tells  of  himself 
in  his  own  works  (Horatius  Garmina,  ed.  maior  Fr.  Yollmer.  1907) 
and  Suetonius T  life  of  Horace.       fSuetoni  Yita  Horati,  Fr.  Yollmer, 
id.  maior,      Horatius  Garmina  p.  5  sq.)     Seutonius  drew  from  other 
sources  besides  the  works  of  Horace,  such  as  the  letters  of 
Augustus  and  Ilaecenas,  for  his  rvitaT  and  in  some  cases  added  the 
untrustworthy  gossip  of  his  time.     Both  of  the  above  named  works 
have  been  quoted  entire. 

In  addition  to  these  the  scholia  of  Porphyrio  (Porfyrio; 
commentum  in  Horatium  Flaccum  ed.  A.  Holder  1094.)    who  was  a 
scholar  early  in  the  third  century,  have  been  used,  wherever  they 
add  anything  at  all  to  the  text,    likewise  the  Tseudacron  scholia 
(Pseudacronis  Scholia  in  Hor.  Yetustiora,  ed.  0.  Heller,  1904)  are 
quoted  occasionally  more  because  they  help  explain  certain  pas- 
sages than  because  they  add  much  that'  is  new.     These  latter 
scholia  are  the  work  of  several  scholars,  the  earliest  of  whom 
was  Acron.     He  lias  been  rather  uncertainly  placed  about  the  end 
of  the  second  century.     The  rest  of  trie  authors  are  undoubtedly 
very  much  later  and  draw  largely  from  Porphyrio  for  their  subject 
matter . 

All  available  Latin  authors  have  been  examined  by  in- 
dices and  wherever  any  statement  adds  to  or  confirms  what  is 


IT 

already  known  this  too  will  "be  found  in  thifl  collection.  Ho7/ever 
where  Horace  is  merely  quoted,  as  in  the  Latin  grammarians  for 
example.it  seemed  unprofitable  to  note  such  places  here. 

The  traditional  order  for  the  works  of  Horace  has  been 
followed  in  the  quotations  even  tho  it  conflicts  greatly  with  the 
time  sequence.     This  has  been  done  because  there  could  be  no 
absolutely  consistent  time  sequence  used,  owing  to  the  impossibil- 
ity of  dating  many  of  the  poems  definitely.    For  those  who  are 
acquainted  with  Horace  this  variance  will  present  no  difficulties 
and  to  others  this  will  be  a  matter  of  little  or  no  interest. 

For  the  bibliographies  cited  here  M.  Schanz  (Lluller's 
Handbuch  YIII-II-I  p.  133  f.)  has  been  largely  followed.    All  the 
literature  on  the  subject  that  was  accessible  has  been  examined 
and  considered  in  connection  with  the  subject.     Besides  the  gen- 
eral bibliography  on  the  life  of  Horace,  bibliographies  under  the 
various  headings  have  also  been  added  in  the  notes  at  the  bottom 
of  the  page.

1.  This  book  of  Satires  is  the  first  published  work  of  Horace. 
fSat.  1-4-71  sq) .    The  two  books  of  satire  were  published  sepa- 
rately as  is  indicated  by  Sat.  1-10-92.    and  also  by  the  fact  that 
there  is  no  time  relation  between  the  satires  of  the  two  books. 
The  earliest  of  the  satires  of  the  second  book  is  doubtless  the 
third  written  in  35  "3.  G.     Therefore  the  first  book  must  have 
been  published  before  55  B.  C,  also  after  57  3.  0.  because  the 
friendly  relation  between  Horace  and  Maecenas  has  been  well  estab- 
lished in  the  first  book,  Sat.  1-5,  G ,  9,  10.     The  date  is 
probably  somewhere  near  54  3.  0. 

2.  The  date  of  the  first  satire  can  only  be  placed  after  3G  B.  0 . 
See  Ap.  £4. 

3.  Satire  1-2  was  doubtless  written  before  58  B.  G.  as  there  is 
no  ment ion  of  Maecenas. 

4.  This  written  after  3G  3.  G.  but  closely  connected  with  the 
second  as  Tigellius  is  still  fresh  in  his  memory. 

5.  Satire  1-4-92  was  copied  from  Sat.  1-2-27  thus  fixing  it 
later  than  Sat.  1-2. 

6.  Maecenas  Gocceius  and  Pollio  were  sent  to  Brundisium  where 
AnJ.  ony  was  fApp.  BIT.  Y-.  95)  to  make  peace  between  him  and 
Octavius  in  the  year  37  B.  G .     This  Satire  is  a  discription  of 
that  j  oumey . 

7.  Written  after  Horace  met  Maecenas.     If  Tillius  came  back 
taring  the  amnesty    of  59  3-  G.  he  could  not  have  become  praetor 
before  56  3.  G  thus  placing  this  satire  after  that  date. 

8.  This  is  not  one  of  the  early  satires. 

9.  This  satire  is  written  about  the  time  Llaecenas  built  his  new 
home  on  the  Esquiline.     The  exact  date  is  unknown. 

10.  After  57  3.  G. 

11.  Shortly  before  the  publication  of  this  book.     See  Ap.  1. 

12.  The  ninth  epode  is  the  latest  of  this  collection  written 
(31  B.  G.)  and  the  book  was  doubtless  published  soon  after  this, 
probably  early  in  50  B.  G.    Epod.  14-5  indicates  that  he  had  been 
frequently  urged  to  publish  it  by  Maecenas. 

13.  The  date  of  this  epode  falls  in  51  3.  0.  when  Geasar  was 
setting  out  against  Antonj        (Dio  1-11.) 

14.  The  subject  matter  would  seem  to  indicate  that  this  was 
written  shortly  after  Horace  received  his  Sabine  estate  (35  B.  0.)' 
See  note  2      page  9 

15.  After  a  brief  cessation  of  the  civil  wars  in  59  3.  G.  war 
again  broke  out  between  Octavius  ana  Pompey  (Dio  XLYIII  -37;) 

(Apr  .  31:.    7-74.)  At  this  time  this  epode'" was  written. 

16.  Written  when  the  news  of  the  victory  at  Actium  Sent.  2nd 
51  3.  G.  had  reached  Rome. 

17.  This  is  doubtless  one  of  the  early  epodes  written  when  Horace 
was  still  troubled  with  financial  difficulties. 

18.  This  epode  was  written  shortly  before  the  publication  of  the 
epodes . 

19.  The  tone  of  the  entire  epode  and  particularly  of  v.  57  sq. 
indicate  that  it  was  written  soon  after  his  return  to  Rome  and 
before  he  had  met  Maecenas  42-3G  3.  0.  Virgil  in  eel.  4-21  sq. 
Tipsae  lacte  donum  deferent  distenta  capellae  ubera,  nec  magnos 
metuent  armenta  leones',  has  used  the  same  expressions  as  Horace 
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in  Epod.  16-57,  49,  50.     That  Virgil  copied  from  Horace  is  ex- 
plained by  the  fact  that  lie  wished  to  compliment  a  promising 
"beginner.    Virgil* s  eclogues  were  published  39  B.  C.  placing 
this  at  least  as  early  as  4C  3.  0. 

20.     This  reference  to  Ganidia  here  points  to  the  earlier  Sat.  1-8 
II.    The  earliest  datod  Satire  of  this  book  is  the  third,  written 
33  B.  C.     The  fifth  is  the  latest  which  can  be  definitely  dated 
and  was  written  30  B.  G.     There  are  no  indications  that  any  of 
the  satires  were  written  after  this  date  and  therefore  the  book 
was  doubtless  published  about  this  time. 

BE.    This  is  a  reference  to  the  edileship  of  Agrippa  in  53  3.  3 . 
£5.     This  is  a  reference  to  Octavius  victor  at  Actium.     It  is 
written  after  the  battle  and  not  later  than  30  3.  G.  for  in  that 
year  when  Cctavius  returned  to  Rome  the  expected  outbreak  with 
the  Part hi an s  was  put  off. 

24.  It  was  feared  that  the  Dacians  were  in  league  with  .  Antony 
and  v/ould  attack  Italy  from  the  north.    After    Antony's  death 
this  was  no  longer  feared,  v.  54  sq.  refers  to  the  assignment  of 
lands  which  actually  took  place  upon  Octavius'  return  to  Rome. 
Therefore  this  is  dated  31  B.  G.  and  fixes  the  year  in  wich 
Horace  met  Liaecenas  at  58  3.  G. 

25.  These  are  humorous  references  to  Satires  2-2  and  2-6  there- 
fore written  after  51  3.  0. 

26.  Epist.  1-15  portrays  Vinius  setting  out  with  the  published 
books  of  odes  and  is  dated  22  B.  G.     See  Ap .     81.  Therefore 
they  were  published  before  this  date.    ICarcellus  who  died  at  the 
end  of  25  B.  G.  must  have  been  alive  still  else  Horace  would  not 
have  spoken  as  he  does  in  Carm.  1-12-44  sc.    Likewise  I.  Licinius 
ILiirena,  a  brother- in- lav/  of  Liaecenas,  Carm.  2-10  and  5-19,  who 
was  found  to  be  guilty  of  conspiracy  in  the  second  half  of  23  B.  G 
would  not  have  been  mentioned  thus    if  the  odes  had  been  published 
after  the  discovery  of  the  conspiracy. 

27.  This,  being  the  introductory  poem,  was  written  just  before 
the  publication  of  the  three  books.  23  B.  G. 

28.  -  This  reference  shows  that  Cctavius  had  been  victorius  in 
the  east.     The  ode  was  composed  in  the  winter  of  26-27  v/hen 
Octavius  was  reported  to  be  desirous  of  returning  to  private  life. 
(Dio  HIT  -2-10,  Ho  show  that  he  was  needed  as  ruler  of  his 
people,  v.  15,   'vidimus  flavom  Tiberim  retort is T  is  a  reference 
to  an  event  of  45  B.  G.  Dio  ZLV  -17,  when  Horace  was  at  Athens 
and  therefore  could  not  have  seen  it  himself. 

29.  This  can  not  refer  to  the  last  journey  of  Virgil  19  B.  C. 
because  the  date  of  publication  forbids  and  because  there  is  no 
reference  to  Virgil Ts  latest  work  the  Aeneid. 

50.  I.  Sestius  Quirinus  was  consul  in  the  second  half  of  25  B.  0. 
This  ode  was  therefore  written  just  before  the  publication. 

51.  This  is  a  reference  to  the  Thyestes  of  I.  Varius  Rufus 
(Quint.  10-1-98]  which  was  performed  in  29  3.  G.     The  ode  was 
doubtless  written  very  soon  after  this  play  was  presented. 
32.     The  ode  is  similar  to  the  earlier  Epod..  15  and  is  one  of 
the  early  attempts  at  this  new  style  of  poetry. 
55.     'crescit  fama'     is  a  reference  to  the  engagement  of  Ilar- 
cellus  to  Julia. daughter  of  Augustus  24  B.  G. 
54.     The  subject  matter  may  refer  to  the  outbreak  of  the  war 
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between    Antony  and  Octavius  51  B«  C.  altho  it  is  not  at  all 
certain. 

35.     The  trochaic  v.  36  would  seem  to  indicate  an  early  compositioi 
56.     Tills  event  happened  in  the  year  30  13.  G.  the  sane  year  that 
Horace  escaped  from  under  a  falling  tree.     See  Ap.  61.  And  there- 
fore this  ode  can  he  dated  after  that  year . 

37.  In  24  3.  C.  there  was  a  failure  of  crops  followed  by  a 
famine  in  the  next  year.   (Yell.  11-94).    Also  in  £3  Augustus 
suffered  from  a  severe  illness  (Dio  LITI-28) .     These  are  appar- 
ently the  events  referred  to  in  the  ode. 

38.  In  23  B.  G  the  younger  Juba  was  r.ade  governor  of  Lauretania  ' 
(Larquardt  Gtaatsverw .  1-523)  .     This  may  he  a  reference  to  him 

or  to  the  elder  Juba. 

59.     The  abundance-  of  epithets,  the  vocalization  of  v  in  silvae 
and  the  use  of  hiatus  point  to  an  early  composition. 

40.  Quint 11 ins  Varus,  according  to  Hieronymus ,  died  in  the  year 
of  Abraham  1992,  or  24-23  3.  G . 

41.  Tiridates  king  of  the  Parthians  was  overthrow  in  27  3.  G. 
by  Phraates  and  fled  to  Home.     The  date  of  this  ode  is  after  that 
event.   (Justin  XLII-5;  Dio  LI-1G;  I.!ommsenrs  Hon.  Anc .  p.  135.) 

It  may  possibly  refer  to  the  later  event  when  Augustus  was  ashed 
to  return  Tiridates  to  Phraates  in  23  3.  8.   (Dio  LIIT-53.) 

42.  In  25  3.  G.  under  the  leadership  of  Aelius  Sallns  the  expe- 
dition referred  to  above  was  started  fStrabo  XVI-780  sq.).  in 
the  next  year  it  was  wholly  abandoned  (Llcmmsen's  Lion.  Anc.  p.  106) 
Therefore  the  ode  was  written  before  this  event  in  25  B.  0. 

45.     In  Oct.  28  3.  G.  the  temple  of  Apollo  was  completed  which 
Octavius  had  begun  eight  years  before.     The  temple' was  dedicated 
in  Oct.  28  3.  G.  and  this  ode  is  written  in  honor  of  this  event. 

44.  In  the  summer  of  £7  3.  G.  Augustus  left  Some  intending  to  go 
to  Britian  (Dio  LIII-22.)     In  26  3.  G.  the  army  for  the  eastern" 
expedition  was  being  raised  thus  placing  the  ode  in  this  year. 

45.  This  is  dated  after  the  death  of  Antony    and  Cleopatra  50  3.G 
56.     It  is  doubtful  whether  this  was  written  shortly  after  the 
battle  of  Actiura  or  shortly  before  the  publication  of  the  book, 
probably  the  former. 

47.  In  27  3-   C.  Phraates  recovered  the  throne  and  was  guilty  of 
many  outrages.     Justin.  XLII-5. 

48.  Horace  being  40  yrs .  old  dates  this  in  25  3.  G. 

49.  Cam.  5-5-55  repeats  similar  phrases  and  is  closely  connected 
with  this  one.     The  former  was  written  27-26  3.  C.  and  it  seems 
probable  that  this  was  written  about  the  same  time. 

50.  Pompeius  Varus  had  not  returned  to  Home  after  the  battle  of 
Philippi  but  had  joined  in  seme  other  military  service  fv.  15) 

in  distant  lands  as  is  indicated  in  v.  Sff.    He  doubtless  returned 
to  Home  under  the  amnesty  of  29  3.  C.    (Veil.  11-86).  Therefore 
the  date  would  fall  in  this  year  or  shortly  after. 

51.  After  27  3.  G.  when  Octavius  was  given  the  title  of  Augustus. 

52.  Hrom  26-24  3.  G.  Augustus  was  in  Gpain  on  a  military  expe- 
dition.    This  seems  to  be  a  reference  to  that  time. 

53.  If  Pseudaoron  is  right  here  then  doubtless  Maecenas  has 
already  married  Terentia.  The  year  is  not  definitely 
known  but  is  placed  from  29-25  3.  G. 

54.  Gam.  3-8  records  the  celebration  of  the  escape  from  this 
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danger  and  was  written  in  Mar,  £9  3.  C.    The  event  itself  took 
plaoe  in  the  x>receding  year.     See  Ap .  61. 

55.  Thrace  in  £7  3.  G.  was  being  subdued  "by  EI.  Lioinius  GrassuB. 
fDio  LI-£5-£6)   fCIL.  I  p.  471).    ?or  the  Medes  s-.;e  Ap .  47.  From 
these  facts  this  ode  would  seom  to  have  been  written  early  in 

27  3.  G. 

56.  After  30  3.  0.  See  Ap .  54. 

57.  Soon  after  Octavius  received  the  title  of  Augustus  £7  3.  G. 

58.  In  26  3.  G.  Augustus  planned  an  expedition  against  the 
Britons  who  had  refused  to  come  to  terms  but  was  detained  by  the 
revolt  of  certain  tribes  in  Spain.     fDio  LIII-25).     By  connecting 
these  two  peoples  Horace  seems  to  be  referring  to  this  time. 

59.  When  Augustus  left  Rome  to  go  to  3ritain  fDio  LIII-22) 
27-26  3 .  J . 

60.  Augustus  rebuilt  or  repaired  eighty-two  temples  after  his 
victory  at  Act  inn  fllommsen.  Lion.  Anc .  Y-17)  ;   (Suet.  Aug.  30).  lie 
also  ordered  private  people  to  rebuild  their  temples  or  did  so 
himself  in  some  cases.     fDio  LIII-2)     These  events  are  about  the 
year  28  B.  G. 

61.  Ootiso  king  of  the  Dacians  or  G-etae  was  killed  by  Orassus 
in  29  3.  G.   fDio  LI-22)  during  the  war  lasting  from  30-28  3.  G. 
fDio  LI-25-26)     The  Oantabrians  were  conquered  about  this  time 
either  by  Statilius  Taurus  fDio  11-20)  or  by  Galvisius  Sabinus 
(GIL.  I.  p.  478)     All  events  mentioned  point  to  the  year  29  3.  G. 
and  according  to  v.  £  on  the  first  of  Harch.     It  is  also  the 
year  following  his  escape  from  the  falling  tree  v.  6. 

62.  This  ode  treats  of  the  figures  in  Hades  the  same  as 

Garm.  2-15-55  but  the  figures  are  different  in  each  ode.  Since 
the  Danaaeare  necessary  in  Garm.  3-11  it  would  seem  that  Horace 
wrote  this  first  and  in  Garm.  2-13  written  later  avoided  using 
these.     Since  Garm.  2-13  was  written  in  30  B.  G.  this  would  then 
come  earlier  than  that. 

63.  The  evening  before  the  festival  of  the  Pontanella  on  Oct.  12. 
(Yarro  1-1-4-22)     The  year  is  not  indicated. 

64.  .Augustus  returned  to  Rome  £4  3.  G.  after  a  long  absence  in 
Spain.   fDio  LIII-28) 

65.  Written  before  the  disgrace  of  Llurena  in  23  3.  G. 

66.  This  is  similar  in  tone  to  Epodes  9  and  16  and  would  there- 
fore seem  to  have  been  composed  early. 

67.  This  would  infer  that* Cctavius  had  only  recently  been 
honored  with  the  title  of  Augustus. 

68.  The  Hep  tunalia  were  celebrated  on  the  23rd  of  Julv.  Gil.  I 
p.  578.     The  year  is  not  indicated. 

69.  Maecenas  was  greatly'  occupied  with  state  cares  during  the 
absence  of  Augustus.     This  may  refer  to  the  absence  of  Augustus 
beginning  in  the  fall  of  27  3.  G. 

70.  As  the  epilogue  to  the  odes  this  was  composed  in  23  3.  G. 

71.  The  epilogue  tc  this  book  was  written  last  and  when  Horace 
was  44  yrs.  old,  that  is  between  Dec.  8,  21  3.  G.-20  3.  G. 
Epistle  12  was  written  after  harvest  time  of  20  3.  G .  however 
thus  indicating  that  Epistle  20  the  last  was  written  late  in 

20  3.  G.  doubtless  shortly  before  publication. 

72.  This  is  the  introduction  to  this  book  just  as  Garm.  1-1  is 
and  was  doubtless  written  20  3.  0. 
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73.  This  is  addressed  to  a  yottng  friend  while  Horace  is  at  the 
sea  chore  perhaps  in  the  late  fall  of  22  B\  C.  the  year  in  v/hioh 
he  spent  so  much  of  his  time  at  his  farm  on  account  of  ill  health  jjtc 
Ap.  77 

74.  In  21  3.  3.  Tiberius  was  at  the  head  of  the  expedition  thru 
Llacedonia  to  Syria.  Suet.  Tib.  14.  The  reference  to  this  event 
fixes  the  date  of  this  Epistle. 

75.  This  was  doubtless  written  in  20  3.  0.  just  "before  the  death 
of  Tibullus  when  he  may  have  "been  worried  and  ill. 

76.  The  birthday  of  Augustus  was  the  23rd  of  Sept.  Porphyrio 
suggests  that  this  refers  to  the  birthday  of  Julius  Ceasar  on 
the  11th  of  July  but  at  this  time  the  Ludi  Homani  were  celebrated 
so  that  Torquatus  would  hardly  have  been  excessively  busy  at  such 
a  time  as  v.  30  indicates. 

77.  Horace  having  published  his  books  of  odes  spent  the  winter 
at  tiie  sea  shore  and  the  next  summer  22  3.  0.  he  spent  the  month 
of  August  on  his  farm  doubtless  still  more  or  less  indisposed. 
7S.     In  the  summer  (v.  5.)  either  of  the  year  21  3.  0..  when 
Tiberius  set  out  for  Syria  see  Ap .  74.  or  in  the  following  sum- 
mer . 

79.  This  is  addressed  to  Tiberius  asking  him  to  t-ake  Septimius 
as  one  of  his  companions  referring  to  the  expedition  of  21  3.  G. 

80.  In  21  3.  G.  Agrippa  went  to  Spain  to  subdue  again  the  re- 
volting Gantab-3-ans  and  this  was  doubtless  completed  20  3.  G. 
Zing  Artaxias  of  Armenia  surrendered  to  Tiberius  without  a 
struggle  in  20  3.  G.   fDio  LIV-9)   (Tac.  Am.  II-3 ) .  Phraates ,  king 
of  the  Parthians  returned  the  Roman  standards  and  promised 
allegiance  to  Ror^  in  20  3.  G. 

81.  The 'volumina 'refers  to  his  odes  recently  xmblished  which 
Horace  is  sending  by  Yinnius  to  Augustus  overland  v.  10.  Augustus 
in  22  B,  G.  left  Rome  and  went  to  Sicily  and  from  there  to  the 
east.     Consequently  he  must  have  been  still  in  Sicily  at  this 
time  (v.  10)  placing  the  date  as  22  3.  G . 

82.  This  epistle  was  doubtless  written  in  early  spring  or  summer. 
Horace  is  in  a  rather  cheerful  state  of  mind  also.     Therefore  it 
is  hardly  possible  that  this  was  written  in  the  same  year  as 
Epist.  1-7,  but  possibly  the  next  spring. 

83.  Antonius  Uusa  had  cured  Augustus  of  a  serious  illness  in 
23  3.  G.  by  a  cold  bath  treatment  but  at  the  end  of  the  same  year 
had  caused  the  death  of  Ilarcellus  by  the  same  treatment.  (Dio 
LIII-30.)     Horace  must  have  followed  the  advice  of  this  doctor 
while  lie  was  still  enjoying  his  reputation  gained  by  curing 
Augustus  and  therefore  must  have  spent  the  winter  23-22  3.  G.  at 
the  sea  shore . 

84.  This  may  have  been  written  about  the  same  time  as  Epist.  1-7 
while  out  on  his  farm  22  3.  G.  . 

85.  20  B.  G.  see  Ap .  GO. 

86.  From  the  subject  matter  this  seems  to  have  been  written 
shortly  before  publication. 

87.  Lollius  and  Lepidus  were  consuls  in  21  3.  0.     This  was 
written  shortly  before  Dec.  8,  20  3.  0.  see  Ap .  71. 

88.  In  17  3.  G.  the  Secular  Festival  was  celebrated  by  Augustus 
for  which  Horace  composed  this  hymn.     See  Th.  Llommsen  fEphem. 
Epigr.  YIII)  also  Hote  1,  page  1. 
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89.    Epist .  2-1  is  the  later  of  the  two  epistles  of  this  "book 
and  probably  the  booh  was  published  soon  after  this  was  written 
In  14  B.  C. 

9C .     This  refers  to  the  time  when  Augustus  was  waging  war  with 
the  Alpine  trihes  of  the  ITorth  15-14  3.  C.  Yahlen  I'onatsber.  der 
3erl.  Ak.  1878-p.  692  fg. 

91.  Written  to  Julius  Plorus  one  of  the  young  men  who  accompanied 
Tiberius  in  22-21  B.  C.  to  whom  Horace  had  not  written  for  some 
time.     He  indicates  v.  54  that  he  has  not  yet  commenced  writing" 
odes  again  so  this  was  doubtless  written  the  year  before  the 
Carmen  Saeculare  in  18  B.  C. 

92.  Porphyrio  says  this  refers  to  L.  Calpurnius  Piso  who  died 
32  A.  D.   (Tac.  ann .  YI-10)     Since  he  was  41  yrs .  old  at  Horace's 
death  he  might  have  had  sons  old  enough  to  be  called  iuvenes, 
altho  it  is  not  very  probable.    Porphyrio  may  be  wrong  however 
and  Horace  may  be  addressing  his  friend  On.  Piso  whose  oldest  son 
was  consul  in  7  B.  C.  Then  the  remark  in  Suetonius  saying  that 
Augustus  had  found  fault  with  Horace  because  he  had  not  been 
mentioned  by  Horace  in  certain  of  his  *sermonesT  may  be  explained 
by  the  fact  that  Horace  composed  the  Epistle  2-2  to  Plorus  and 
this  one  to  the  Pisos  about  the  same  time  13  3.  'J. Rafter  Augustus' 
remonstrance  added  Epist.  2-1. 

95.     This  book  of  odes  was  doubtless  begun  because  of  the  new 
impulse  received  when  writing  the  Secular  Hymn.     The  latest  is 
the  fifteenth  ode  written  shortly  after  the  return  of  Auer.  in

96.  In  15  3.  G.  the  Hhaetians  and  Yindelici  were  ooncuered  1 
Drusus  and  Tiberius  fDio  117-22.} 

97.  .  Written  shortly  before  the  return  of  Augustus  from  Gaul 
III?  3 . 


9G.     Written  in  17  3.  G.  when  Horace  had  been  asked  by  Augustus 
to  write  the  Secular  Hymn. 

99.  H.  Lollius  who  was  defeated  in  16  3.  G.  by  the  Sy^ambri 
fDio  LIY-20)  is  defended  in  this  ode  by  Horace.     It  was  doubtless 
written  m  the  same  year  while  he  was  still  suf ferine-  from  the 
disgrace  of  the  defeat.
